In a machine gun attack bearing the | 
earmarks of a renewal of gang war- 
fare, Jack McGurn, 25, said to be a 
henchman of Al Capone, and Nick 
Mastro, 37, a real estate operator, both | 
living at the McCormick hotel, On- 
tario and Rush streets, were seriously 
wounded late last night in the Smoke ! 
Shop on the first floor of the hotel. 

McGurn was obviously the target of 
the attack, according to statements of | 
witnesses to the police. He and Mastro

McGurn Demands Lawyer. 

McGurn, at the hospital swore at the 
police who tried to question him and 
insisted that someone bring him a law- 
yer. He was shot in the chest and arm. 

Joseph Eulo, also known as Jack 
Sharkey, owner of the Smoke Shop, 
has long been identified with gambling 
activities, according to the police, and 
was formerly owner of the Campbell 
Gardens on West Madison street. He 
was talking to McGurn and Mastro 
when the gunmen entered. He denied 
knowing McGurn except as a customer 
in his shop. 

McGurn is said to have been serving 
Capone jnterests on the north side, and. 
police inclined to the theory that the 
shooting was in revenge for some 
double cross.

Tax bills to be mailed to Chicagoans 
within a few weeks will be higher 
than last year. The new tax rate, 
announced last night by County Clerk 
Robert M. Schweitzer, averages an 
increase of 18% cents on each $100 
full valuation. The raise in the rates 
accompanies a boost of $575,000,000 
in assessed valuations. 

The average new rate for the eight 
towns within Chicago’s corporate lim- 
its is $4.77 per $100 figured against 
assessments at full value. The aver- 
age rate last year, figured against 
half valuations, was $9.17. 


Sample of Tax Advance. 

To the small property owner, pay- 
‘ing taxes on a home assessed last year 
at $1,000, the increase means this:

1926. This comparison is with the sup- 
position that the valuation on his prop- 
erty was not increased in the 15 per 
cent boost in the total assessed value 
of personal property and real estate 
in Cook county.

LONDON, March 8.—{Thursday.}— 
This morning’s Daily Express reports 
the opening of the trans-Atlantic fly- 
ing season for 1928 with an announce 
ment that Elsie Mackay, third daugh- 
ter of Lord Inchcape, famous million- 
aire ship owner, intends to start from 
Cranwell airdrome at noon today, the 
weather permitting, on an attempt to 
fly the Atlantic from east to west. 
She will make the flight in an Amer- 
ican Stinson monoplane, which will be 
piloted by the famous one eyed air- 
man, Capt. Walter Hinchliffe, whom 
Charles A. Levine engaged last year 
to fly the Miss Columbia to America. 

Extraordinary precautions were 
taken to conceal the preparations for 
the flight. The Stinson monoplane 
was brought over secretly in January 
on. the Aquitania. 

Every possible precaution has been 
taken to insure success. Extra 
gasoline tanks have been installed on 
the wings. More fuel will be carri¢d 
in light aluminum containers. If the 
machine comes down on the ocean, 
these can be emptied in. two minutes 
and they have sufficient buoyancy to 
keep the machine afloat. 

Miss Mackay has had a life crammed 
with adventure. She is good looking, 
short, and dark, and has made a name 
in the films and stage. She was one 
of the first women to obtain a pilot’s 
certificate. She was married to Dennis 
Wyndham, noted actor, in 1917. The 
marriage was annulled five years 
later.

The finance committee of the city council has re- 
versed itself for the second time on the bond issues 
for the advancement of the city plan. It has voted 
down the $5,000,000 issue for Avondale avenue, the 

\ $2,000,000 for South Park avenue, and the $3,000,000 

for the extension of Wacker drive, all of which 

were favored by the plan commission. “The com- 

mittee has also'discarded the proposed. $3,000,000 
for a west side boulevard. 

| The committee has voted to submit“bond issues 

4 for a total of $56,000,000 to the voters. The prin- 

i cipal item is a request for $48,000,000 for improve 
I ments already undertaken but not yet completed. 
Thus $14,000,000 is asked for the widening of Ash- 
land avenue from Pratt boulevard to 95th street, | 
$10,000,000 for Western avenue from Lawrence, 
avenue te 3ist street, and $8,000,000 fer Ogden 
avenue from Roosevelt road to Clark street. - q 
_A start on new undertakings is desirable, and it 
is also desirable to complete unde ngs already 
started. The council is confronted by a choice be 
tween policies. We believe that an examination 

‘of practical considerations will leave little doubt 
that the committee’s last decision is the worse of 
the two. 

The policy pursued in previous administrations 
was to vote enough bonds each year to meet the 
costs during the year of the project for which the 
bonds were voted. In this way projects in various 
parts of the city were started and advanced stead- 
ily toward completion. As some were completed 
new undertakings could be started. 

The vote of $14,000,000 for one street and §10,- 
000,000 for another is plainly in excess of the 
amount that can be spent on them within a year 
without waste and extravagance. At the same 
time, these excessive sums rob the city of an

Its 
experts haye the accumulated experience of many 
years of successful operation to guide them. The 
council is now asked to disregard the advice of the 
commission and thereby forfeit the good will of 
thousarfiis of voters.

they comprise not merely publicly offered loans but 
also issues placed privately, as well as Americaf pur- 
chases of foreign internal securities and properties 
abroad not connected with the sale of 
icans and advances made-to foreign ernments, 
states, municipalities and corporations extending a 
year or mire. 
With thie exception of loans in Germany, our foreign 
financing seems to have increased the world over— 
that exception being probably due to the current con- 
troversy regarding the status of German commercia) 
loans in the light of treaty obligations, as well as the 
imposition of a 10 per cent coupon tax in that country. 
For years American dollars have found a greater 
market in Burope than in any other part of the world, 
|} the present total investment being $4,327,000,000. Our 
next best financial customer is Canada, where $3,922,- 
000,000 is invested. Next come Central
